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Superintendent’s Study the Kindergarten

EVERAL years ago the writer accepted posi- 
tion school where for the first time had 
the responsibility kindergarten supervise. 
desperate attempt prepare for the new 
gartner who gave him outline the important 
features the system and who loaned him some 
books which conscientiously tried 
reflection the teacher the books state 
that the only impression which remained was 
vague idea gifts and occupations, certainly two 
valuable and desirable objectives for children and 
adults alike. 

More talks with kindergartners revealed 
them almost worshipful reverence for Froebel 
and his wonderful ideals—ideals which were beautiful 
and full spiritual truth but which, expressed 
kindergarten enthusiasts, seemed 
and indefinite. The writer’s prosaic and practical 
nature wanted some definite questions answered. 
Did the kindergarten affect the later education 
the so, did tend make him keener 
scholar, did influence his habits, did give some 
shaping the fundamental qualities which 
character rests? Whatever resulted in, was this 
result temporary permanent? 

This interest obtaining something some 
degree determinate was increased hearing the 
opinions others outside the sacred order whose 
adherents were course loyal its principles. 
The town was divided between supporters who 
believed kindergarten such extent that they 
had first founded private kindergarten and then 
had insisted its incorporation into the public 
school system, and others who considered popular 
fad because which children were too early shut 
away from proper natural air and play, and were 
compelled waste their time with paper cutting 


and meaningless blocks sticks. 
policeman was ardent advocate because said, 
teaches and although his off- 
spring, when presented the shrine Froebel, 
screamed lustily for three days, was last forced 
yield its civilizing influence. 

All was not harmony the teaching staff and 
that mighty body men who made the Board 
Education. The first primary teacher insisted 
that the kindergarten children were terribly fussy 
and had been bored until they had desire for 
occupation work when they reached her room. 
One director declared with fear contradiction 
that was only place where women could have 
their children taken care of. looking over the 
minutes the Board this illuminating sentence 
found: (Mr. director, was evidently trying 
respond the pressing demand the ladies that 
the kindergarten become part the school system.) 

made eloquent plea for his case, 
stating among other things that the little ones 
learned tell their right hand from their left, the 
difference between horizontal perpendicular, 
and also the names After this 
difficult believe, the matter was laid 
the table. such broad and enlightening lines 
the discussions pro and con, continued. 

attempting make study kindergarten 
effects the simplest way was make comparisons 
the use school records. The records high 
school class during four years work were studied. 
The results showed that kindergarten children were 
far advance others scholastic standing. 
similar investigation another class showed 
exactly the reverse. The results were inconclusive 
and lack available data made further investiga- 
tion along this line impossible. 


Next comparison was made the records 
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three hundred and eighty grade children twelve 
different groups and graded fifteen different 
teachers. many rooms the average standing 
the kindergarten children and the non-kindergarten 
was exactly the same, and the summary the 
kindergarten children surpassed the remainder 
only one per cent. The grades mathematics 
were collected and compared and the variation was 
even less, one per cent. This part the 
investigation agrees with others made along the same 
lines and goes show that school studies taught 
and graded the average school are but little 
any affected kindergarten training. 

What then could expected? Were there any 
results which could recognized and measured and 
offered evidence public which demands 
tangible returns for money spent, and which 
getting more and more impatient with generaliza- 
tions abstractions? 

The president kindergarten college stated 
that the following traits, among others, could 
expected result kindergarten 
training: (1) self-confidence, (2) moral attitude, 
(3) love nature, (4) ability mix, (5) friendliness, 
(6) interest, (7) attention, (8) ability think, (9) 
originality, (10) observation, (11) response ideas, 
(12) response directions, (13) manual ability, 
(14) cleanliness, (15) orderliness, (16) oral expression, 
(17) ability play. 

Each our teachers was given blank and was 
asked grade every child each the seventeen 
qualities follows: very high—1; 
low—3. None the teachers knew the purpose 
the tabulation, and not until after the blanks were 
collected were the kindergarten children ascertained 
and the results summarized. This investigation 
described detail with accompanying tables, 
The Elementary School Journal. this article 
shall merely give the results each quality. The 
children were grades from the first the eighth, 
and twelve groups. 

The kindergarten children were shown have 
greater self-confidence every room but two, and 
these two were rooms having 
children. The summary all rooms showed that 
the kindergarten children surpassed the non-kinder- 
garten, 673%. 

was surprise find that the non-kindergarten 
children whole were shown 45% ahead 
the kindergarten children their moral attitude. 
All the rooms but four showed this tendency; but 
two the four reported the kindergarten pupils 


ahead the non-kindergarten very high 
percentage. this quality which greatly 
influenced home and church influences, the result 
need not taken too seriously. 

Love nature was shown overwhelmingly 
prominent kindergarten children. only two 
schools did non-kindergarten children appear 
greater nature lovers. The percentage was over 
one thousand. 

ability mix, kindergarten children surpassed 
non-kindergarten over fourteen hundred per cent. 
Only one school showed the non-kindergarten chil- 
dren surpass this important quality. Naturally 
similar condition shown with respect friend- 
liness. 

Kindergarten children show advantage 
3.7% ininterest. five rooms the non-kindergarten 
children are given the preference that this small 
advantage not very convincing proof. 

The kindergarten pupils were outclassed the 
non-kindergarten attention, 181%. This condi- 
tion appears the upper and intermediate grades 
well the primary. the condition were true 
only the primary, the result could accounted 
for the fact that the non-kindergarten children 
gave attention because school was new them. 
would possible for kindergarten enthusiast 
hint that kindergarten children have had vision 
the realities life and that their attention could 
never held the formalities our grade schools. 
This would explain the fussiness commonly 
attributed kindergarten children. But this 
impartial investigation and out place 
explain anything which not shown the figures. 

Thirty-three per cent. the advantage kin- 
dergarten children over non-kindergarten ability 
think, shown the figures. Two-thirds 
the schools show that the kindergarten children are 
better thinkers that the result not caused 
the high rating one two teachers. 

Originality gives marked advantage favor 
kindergarten pupils. The percentage over thirteen 
hundred. There only one school which the 
non-kindergarten children are rated higher this 
important trait. 

Observation, too, rated nearly 200% higher for 
kindergarten trained boys and girls. response 
ideas and response directions the kindergarten 
children advantage respectively 572% and 55%. 

manual ability and orderliness the non-kinder- 


garten children are ahead 25% and 153% respec- 
tively. 
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the other hand, kindergarten children show 
advantage 175% cleanliness. 

Oral expression favor kindergarten children 
almost the same percentage. Only two the 
twelve schools give the advantage non-kindergar- 
ten children. 

ability play kindergarten children surpass 
180%. result indicated every room 
but two. gratifying observe that children 
are not out”’ kindergarten, but that the 
play instinct survives throughout all the grades, and 
more apparent than among the non-kindergarten 
pupils. 

The summary gives advantage kindergarten 
children 300% all the qualities observed. This 
really remarkable and almost uniform advantage 
favor kindergarten children could not 
accidental. For the same quality nearly all the 
schools have the same general tendency. not 
because the kindergarten children are selected 
group. This study was made suburban com- 
munity where the children are very even class 
socially and intellectually. Prejudice could not 
have influenced the ratings the teachers had 
idea their purpose. true that the same 


study should made several schools various 
classes children; not exhaustive investi- 
gation. 

the findings are significant, importance 
educators and should gratifying kindergart- 
ners. What the kindergarten does not show 
appreciable influence school grades reading, 
spelling, arithmetic, grammar, and geography? 
inculcates self-confidence, love living things, 
spirit friendliness one’s fellows; conserves 
creates originality, power observation, and 
ability think; causes quick response ideas 
and another’s directions; gives power 
expression and keeps alive the love play, not 
only fundamental its influence character, but 
the principles the kindergarten should extended 
throughout the school course. 

The essential things life are not arithmetic and 
spelling (valuable tools these are), but qualities 
character which make life rich content and con- 
sequently the power service. these figures 
are account, the aims the kindergarten 
least are certainly vital importance and should 
receive the thoughtful attention all school men 
authority.

The spirit the 
times seeks give immediate benefit the children 
examined, whether singly groups. Parents and 
teachers, physicians and social workers, are having 
more and more opportunity see for themselves the 
great variety beneficent effects that can pro- 
duced children every age, type, and social 
status. even beginning suspected that 
the ideal efficiency education would better 
served training learners use their most effective 
learning path, than goading teachers increased 
effort and precision the art teaching.

Parents are prone underestimate the 
intelligence one their children, sometimes 
hindering and embittering normal child com- 
paring him unfavorably with one who abnormally 
precocious. 

The left-handed child tormented every 
side well-meaning people who are determined 
thwart nature forcing him unnecessarily the 
chief work life with the weaker half his brain. 

The child who has some special talent, 
who can learn much more efficiently through one 
special sense path than through others, often 
handicapped for life for lack few simple mental 
tests early childhood. 

The strategic point for the discovery such cases 
these the kindergarten. 

view these and many other insistent 
problems childhood that attempting read 
for you the signs the times. The present 
transition stage. Many workers are spending their 
lives further the trend progress. our 
duty and privilege find out whither this progress 
tending, and get things out its way. 


The three phases the trend progress Child 
Study which seem the greatest present 
interest concern its fundamental basis, its scientific 
technique, and its practical administration. Lest 
this should seem too sweeping definite, permit 
give summary before the argument instead 
afterward 

Child Study becoming more firmly based 
upon the nature the tangible physical machinery 
through which the mind works. 

testing which examine one artifi- 
cially analyzed scrap mental function are falling 
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into disfavor, while methods which reveal the mind 
whole relation some phase ordinary 
experience are coming into use. 

Because the crying need childhood for 
mental examinations far greater than all existing 
Child Study laboratories can supply, increasing use 
being made student-labor meet part this 
need, and also experienced professional people are 
preparing themselves either enter this new pro- 
fession give part their time connection 
with their original life work. 

First, then, what ways the progress Child 
Study being furthered the present increasingly 
earnest study the nervous system, and increasingly 
sensitive recognition its varying conditions 
children?

apparent that the longitudinal fissure divides the 
brain into right and left halves. these whichever 
half stronger meant nature the ruling 
part. The brain centers for speaking, reading, writ- 
ing, and hearing words, and means which 
grammar and literature are comprehended and 
enjoyed, are located this ruling half only, and 
hence are most likely damaged transfer 
control the opposite half. The bearing this 
fact upon the problem left-handedness obvious. 
Ambidexterity, which implies equal action the 
strong and weak halves, now believed cause 
division mental energy, not doubling it; and 
force this diffusion energy unduly might weaken 
mental concentration. 

The two fissures Rolando divide the brain into 
front and back halves, the front half chiefly motor, 
the back chiefly sensory. the front half, one

Speech and writing are course motor, 
and are controlled from small areas adjoining the 
centers for primitive movements the mouth and 
hand. large area above the speech center 
believed devoted facial expression, gesture, 
posture, and all forms sign language, including 
the expression number farther forward 
the frontal association area are the structures 
which determine moral and social behavior, and the 
most complex forms conduct involving originality 
and initiative, all which are essentially motor. 
view these facts would seem important 
emphasize the motor side education. 

The side view the brain (Figure shows the 
right hemisphere, which the stronger 
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handed persons. shape resembles very thick 
mitten, with the tips the fingers toward the fore- 
head, the thumb underlying the temples, and the 
wrist the extreme back the head. Conscious- 
ness sight located small area the wrist; 
pictures and objects appeal this area. Con- 
sciousness hearing the thumb; music, noise, 
and spoken words arrive here. Consciousness all 
bodily sensations, including touch, located the 
narrow strip behind the fissure Rolando. The 
great space lying between these three, which 
somehow involved whenever complex combinations 
these impressions are remembered and imagined, 
exercised stories, excursions, motion pictures, 
and all observed events. When the child himself 
tells stories, plays games, does gift work, hand work, 
drawing painting, number plays, gardening, 
housekeeping activities dramatization, the great 
space occupying the fingers the also 
active, addition the area for remembered and 
imagined sensations. Hence sense training can 
omit the motor area, but complete motor training 
cannot possibly omit the sensory, and 
imaginative life. 

Finally, when any activity such marching, 
peg sticking, becomes habitual that the child can

Figures and show the underside the 
brain but with parts the under surface removed 
show the course the principal nerve paths. Here 
the pons bridge nerve fibers which binds 
together the two halves the cerebellum. This 
has been partly cut away show what lies beneath 
it: millions fibers from all parts the brain sur- 
face passing downward the spinal cord, and 
millions others passing upward the same route, 
radiating upwards like feathery fan. also 
are the pockets the brain filled with fluid keep 
the soft nerve substance from collapsing. These 
spaces are roofed great band horizontal fibers 
connecting each side the brain with the other. 
This the corpus callosum paths,”’ 
which makes possible for one side the brain 
rule the action both sides the body. 

These are some the simpler facts brain 
structure which teacher should almost uncon- 
sciously influenced educational emergencies. 
Only through the co-operation such understanding 
teachers can Child Study attain its maximum 
efficiency and helpfulness education.

The 
trend progress rapidly and steadily flowing away 
from tests isolated function such those described 
Volume Professor Whipple’s Manual Mental 
and Physical Tests, and toward tests complex 
function such those Volume the same 
book. example the first kind test would 
be, finding out which group children could 
tap most rapidly with pencil; example the 
second kind would the telling story showing 
picture one child alone, and recording his 
response the experience. The first method 
artificial, the second, homelike and natural. 

The great change from the first the second 
method experimental psychology coming 
surely similar change has already come the 
science descriptive psychology. Locke’s time 
the mind was described collection separate 
while now universally considered

indivisible whole showing various phases and 
activities. The persistence the artificially analyzed 
test long after the discarding the psychological 
point view which such tests were originally 
based has doubtless been due the fear that tests 
natural complex functioning, that is, mental 
endowment, would lead vague results, impossible 
compare, grade, and standardize; and the 
equally well-founded fear that the interpretation 
these tests (which naturally qualitative instead 
quantitative, and therefore much more difficult) 
might sometimes done inexperienced inter- 
preters. 

spite these drawbacks, believe, Pro- 
fessor Neumann Leipzig and our own Professor 
Terman clearly state, that tests are 
disfavor’’ and that they are rapidly being sup- 
planted tests endowment. Especially this 
true for all practical applications such educational 
guidance, economy time and effort and out 
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school, vocational advice, and mental diagnosis. 
Finally, believe that the interpretation these 
tests should based upon the deepest possible 
knowledge the nervous system, and that means 
such knowledge these tests can lead clear results, 
definite diagnosis individual characteristics, 
and definite prescriptions for individual needs. 

Thirdly, what are the practical administrative 
arrangements which the increasing demand for 
Child Study can met? 

Until recently this work was carried com- 
paratively few persons, chiefly 
professors, psychologically trained physicians, super- 
intendents and internes various state institutions, 
and the Child Study experts large public school 
systems. But since the establishment this country 
summer schools for teachers subnormal children, 
such that Vineland, New Jersey, where training 
given the use simple psychological tests, the 
number workers this line has increased 
astonishing rate. The graduates these summer 
courses are unquestionably doing great public 
service, out all proportion the brevity their 
training. This explained partly the 
fact that the work itself trains the worker; the 
training supplies tool, but skill comes only with 
practice the use the tool. Mental tests are 
merely tools, dangerous one hand, beneficent 
another. seems recognized that those who 
good work with brief preparation will even 
better work when long 
training shall available for this for the other 
learned professions. Hence spite the rapid 
multiplication workers, the trend progress 
seems more toward thoroughness than super- 
ficiality training. 

But even greater increase the number 
workers required the supply keep pace with 
the increasing recognition need this new field. 
College students are beginning investigate 
possible life work; while many experienced teachers 
and doctors, chafing under routine which they feel 
their powers have outgrown, are seeking outlet 
for their matured personalities this greater and less 
crowded field service. The trend progress 
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modern Child Study rapidly making desirable 
profession for experienced teachers enter. fact, 
for one who has attained success the teaching 
profession, especially for one who has handled the 
administrative well the educational side 
school problems, who perhaps published the 
results original pedagogic research, and who is. 
still looking forward for more educational worlds 
conquer, there seems more logical next step 
than enter the field Child Study. those 
whose energy grows with experience not pleasant 
contemplate the invisible which 
teachers are popularly supposed cross the age 
fifty. Not waning usefulness the handling 
monotonous details but increasing power the 
grasp complex human affairs should the destiny 
the most experienced and successful teachers. 
Only truly statesmanlike vocation can give full 
scope for those mental powers which mature most 
slowly and reach their climax the last three decades 
lifetime; and all the vocations which give 
scope for these powers, the one which can make 
the most complete use all previous pedagogic 
experience Child Study. 

conclusion, the progress Child Study has 
reached such point that educator has right 
remain ignorant those investigations which have 
far proved most fruitful practical results. The 
continued progress Child Study will depend 
two things: the application completed investiga- 
tions and the co-operation educators further 
investigation. The results such researches should 
consulted before yielding the guidance educa- 
tion either conservative tradition progressive 
theory. 

Child Study has been going for ages; parents 
and teachers have groped and struggled with varying 
success; but now, for the first time history, 
scientific experts are ready come their aid. 
Co-operation this work will necessitate the 
mutually respectful working together all who come 
contact with the child school elsewhere. The 
key the situation the generous sharing insight 
each worker with those who know less than him- 
self and with those who know more.

The Use Clay 


use clay the most elementary step 
the study form and should included the 
child’s first art lessons, or, where practical, precede 
the graphic arts and continue throughout his work.

working with clay becomes necessary for the 
child work mass, and, certain extent, 
think mass, though this done greater less 
degree according the more less mechanical 
process which the result obtained; for instance, 
rectangular box may made making brick 
clay the desired dimensions, cutting off slab 
used cover, and scooping out the inside the 
desired thickness. This perfectly legitimate since 
the form expressed type form; this method may 
used making any mechanically produced object, 
pressing out from the center; but where the problem 
the expression life form natural object which 
calls for self-expression and individuality, the same 
principles will apply which have been found essential 
the graphic arts; other words, the box, bowl, 
etc., take their places the industrial arts, while the 
expression forms nature, fruit, flowers, animals, 
figures, etc., belong inspirational art. For this 
reason, molding apple the child should not first 
make sphere, since roundness not the essential 
characteristic the clay apple any more than the 
circle the essential attribute the crayoned apple; 
plums, peaches, tomatoes, cabbages, all equally 
share conforming the same type form, but the

Clay natural medium the child that the 
artistic handling can given the youngest chil- 
dren.

squeezing out head, arms, limbs, and body from the 
original lump, shape the mass into the desired form, 
thus giving rhythm and sweep large lines and 
surfaces. Petty detail should avoided, such 
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features sketched with tools the face; rather let 
the whole expressed entirely through sense 
form. The figure should represent action pur-

Friedrich Froebel has expressed the follow- 
ing words the need such co-operation relation 
the development children: educators 
mankind, the women the present time have the 
highest duty ‘‘The culture in- 
dividuals and therefore the whole nation depends 
great part upon the earliest care childhood.”’ 
merely shall women learn conductors 
kindergartens, but the whole female sex, all classes 
and conditions life, shall take the new educa- 
tion man and learn apply it.”’ 

Many thinking mothers, kindergartners, and 
primary teachers are constantly working this end, 
but there need determine the common ground 
which all stand, and define the relation one 
worker another, that all may unite helping 
these little ones feel that ‘‘all life one 
mothers sometimes over-emphasize their special work 
caring for children food, sleep, 
ing, thus neglecting the higher natures their little 
ones. Kindergartners are sometimes lost the 
variety objects and plays possible use, and fail 
find essential values ethical training and com- 
munity living. Teachers elementary schools are 
impressed with the importance making progress 
the technique visual language, and sometimes 
rob children sense realities which the forms are 
but symbols. 

Confining our thought, then, the mother and 
teacher relation the young child shall seek, 
first, take the viewpoint the child his outlook 
the world, and, second, suggest the co-operation 
mother and teacher his education. 
once established experience continue means 
expression. good elementary teacher should 
use objects and plays more freely, relating them 
vital ideas, means stimulating and motivating 
the more formal work. the kindergarten, the 
means and end lie close together, while primary 
work these basic interests give opportunity for 
accomplishing another end, the gaining necessary 
knowledge for the life the future. 

Although recognize the fact that the whole 
child every reaction, yet, for convenience 
analysis, his interests are gathered around five 
general centers relating people, nature, movements 


objects, and language. These main centers are 
constant, being modified elements dependent 
time and place, the seasonal changes, plays and 


festivals, the special home and community environ- 
ment.

This feeling membership 
basic all social organization. the home 
early feels himself part the family whole, and 
finds his own place the circle. wants 
really helping, proving his privileges membership. 
The wise mother nourishes these yearnings and gives 
opportunity for growth. the kindergarten, where 
the home-life spirit pervades, the child quickly finds 
his place among the others, and feels himself part 
the more democratic sent 
away, have his membership broken, are usually 
sufficient punishment for any misdeed.

‘types social organization, since these are the two 


great sources right civic ideas. Neither can the 
work the other. The mother may give the child 
ideas the love, purity, and integrity good 
home which will last lifetime. The teacher may 
give necessary training learning live happily 
with one’s equals, forming regular habits work 
and play, which are likewise great value. 

These early years are exceedingly important 
carrying out both purposes. The desire for com- 
satisfy this longing some way. Sometimes pets 
and toys become dear companions, there are 
imaginary friends with whom talks and plays. 
The companionship brothers and sisters the 
home much value ethical training. Also, 
the mingling with those outside the family circle who 
are equal age and engaged the same projects 
serves broaden the democratic consciousness and 
lay the foundation for universal brotherhood. 
The little child has his personal attractions and 
repulsions relation other children; but 
kindergarten the rights all must prevail. The 


mother may co-operate with the teacher main- 
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taining this little democracy, that thus early the 
sense justice may enter into the fiber the child’s 
nature. If, thus working hand hand, train 
these little ones obedient, helpful, and happy 
all relationships school and home, have made 
sure the foundations upon which the future may 
build. order, also, keep the membership 
both places most vital, there must interaction 
between the two. The mother may make the 
return after separation always joyful one, giving 
opportunity for telling all that has happened, thus 
establishing confidence and making 
experience more value him. 
welcomes the return the children each day and 
interprets with them the universal experiences 
home life. 


Experiences with People General. 


The incidental experiences with people outside 
the constant daily routine may make deep impres- 
sions, coming from the world which later 
part; but present such impressions are 
unrelated. regard people general, the 
young child observes their personal attitudes 
affection disinterestedness, approval disap- 
proval; their conversations, often themes beyond 
his understanding; their actions 
where they are going, the work they are doing; the 
large things they have made for themselves, 
dwelling places, public buildings, bridges, vehicles, 
furniture, etc.; their festivals and social gatherings; 
their customs and assemblies, churchgoing, visits, 
street parades, etc. going church, the child 
enjoys being with people assembly, impressed 
the mystery the situation, imitates the actions 
others without knowing the meaning, and finds 
some things handle, books the rack, etc. 
Going visiting shopping, watching some primi- 
tive industry, interesting and valuable times. 
Out these beginnings come right habits church 
attendance and social usage, and some view the 
work the world. the festivals the year the 
child has his part, since their observance there 
are usually foundational nature aspects and simple 
play elements. However, great mistake made 
many young mothers taking children places 
which are apart from their lives and are not basic 
the beauty childlike development. Children 
should kept from the excitement participating 
activities which not feed the simple needs 
the present.

II. Animal Life. The Out Doors 


Every one realizes the joy young child the 
out doors. The senses are alive the delight 
anew world. things imputes his own living 
impulses. There wonder all, and there 
germinates the inner life the seed reverence, 
the looking through nature nature’s God. The 
influences both home and kindergarten may keep 
fresh this feeling unity with nature and open 
wide the door knowledge. 

The child has close sympathy with animals. 
There mutual attraction. interested 
watching the movements, discovering what the 
creature eats and where lives. finds his own 
relationship it, coming close stroke the fur, 
feed it, play with it. loves the baby creatures 
who are active like himself. Animal life typifies 
him human activity, the love the mother for her 
young, the security the home. 

various products, exploring for berries nuts 
eat, picking the beautiful flowers nature produces 
abundance. The child may possess many 
can carry bright dandelions, shining horse- 
chestnuts, pretty fallen leaves. discovers 
materials from which may make strings, baskets, 
and other play objects. Elemental feelings are also 
aroused the forces and changes out doors, 
rain and snow, wind and storm, moon and stars, 
sunlight and shadow, sunset and nighttime. These 
feelings are primitive, world-old. There value 
this free contact with the outside world. While 
perceiving things, the little life may enlarged 
gaining some understanding relationships, 
causes, forces, and processes. 

The instinctive interest growing vegetation 
simple and fundamental. Gardens and farms are 
racial significance. child finds pleasure 
handling the soil and helping things grow. In- 
doors and out doors may directly participate 
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nurturing both plants and animals. There 
certain value home gardening and the walks with 
members the family which has its own bearing 
upon development. Likewise, the gardening 
community children and the excursion for com- 
mon purpose have their worth united interest. 
the garden and the farm come the first ideas 
agricultural industry, the forethought 
operation with other people necessary man’s 
dealings with nature. 


III. Physical Movements. Plays and Games 
Interests the Child. 


Locomotion. The child enjoys walking and 
riding different places, playing about indoors and 
out doors, exploring places and hiding them, 
going and coming into the house, running along with 
playthings, running about find them. The desire 
for locomotion fundamental doing errands, 
carrying things about, visiting, shopping, picnicking, 
going church and school. Locomotion varied 
running, skipping, sliding, etc. The running and 
dodging playing tag, the running and jumping 
over things, are both primitive origin and much 
value exercise. 

Experimental movements. move- 
ments are spontaneous and are for the sake the 
activity itself. The child young acrobat. 
likes climb and stretch his limbs, get down all 
fours, roll and tumble the ground floor, jump 
and hop, experiment his ability making 
different movements. tumbles around the 
swing the rocking-horse, and exhibits his strength 
lifting and carrying things. repeats move- 
ment again and again gain full power and signifi- 
cance. his energy and expression force 
being cause.”’ 

Expressive movements. child eager 
communicate. tells things through bodily action 
before verbal language fully 
tures hand and body are fundamental movements. 
jumps and down and throws the arms 
when pleased. Certain emphatic attitudes show 
disapproval. The movement coming close and 
putting finger may mean sharing secret. The 
expressions anger are well known. There 
natural bending the body greeting well 
the extending the hand. 

movements. These movements are 
complex and may involve locomotion, expression, 
dramatization. child greatly interested the 
movements people around him. this way 


takes himself some phase the larger experience. 
spontaneously follows people around, imitates 
postures, motions arms and feet, facial expression. 
more conscious way imitates social customs 
and the attitudes people different places, the 
reaction the inner self coming with the appropriate 
bodily expression. the home imitates the 
manners table, the saying grace (sleeping and 
waking idea, first, young child), the move- 
ments the mother when her domestic duties, 
the customs the home. While church bows 
his head unison with those around him. many 
ways attends sights and sounds and responds 
direct imitation. watches animals with great 
interest, tries make them move, but does not 
often imitate the characteristic movement, although 
does freely reproduce the sounds they make. 
Evidently, there are least two reasons for this: 
first, that difference structure makes the attempt 
awkward, and, second, that even child has feeling 
superiority over the lower creatures. Occasionally, 
child enjoys imitating many the movements 
favorite animals, but this exceptional. 

Rhythmic movements. The human body 
set its own rhythm, and the healthy child freely 
moves certain regularity. using some his 
playthings often establishes rhythmic continuity 
motion. The child who musical nature will 
move spontaneously when music begins, and, with- 
out any direction, often takes many pretty steps 
perfect freedom and poise. All children are more 
less interested hearing music and marching 
along time. Out this grows greater power 
rhythmic expression varied form. 

Dramatic child this age lives 
much world make-believe. imitates 
imaginary people and owns imaginary things. 
cannot yet discriminate well between the actual 
reality and some idea which growing out 
image the mind. interprets life through 
dramatic play, puts himself the place people 
and investigates what sees them do. im- 
personates, makes real himself. child does 
not usually dramatize the presence the tangible 
from the source the interest, plays out 
imagination. 


Co-operation Mother and Teacher. 


The child’s health prime importance. 
Mother and teacher may co-operate keeping him 
out doors much possible. needs 
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urging, usually, from the mother play out fair 
weather, snow and wind, even the rain, for 
time. When indoors, the ventilation, the degree 
heat and humidity, the cleanliness the room, 
the amount space which move, are important 
both home and kindergarten. All women who 
care for children should give constant attention 
physical conditions and needs, should notice physical 
defects, signs fatigue pain, the first stages 
contagious disease. Freedom should allowed for 
frequent change bodily position, and care taken 
that there over-stimulation the nervous 
system. 

The mother has her special duties, which are 
greatest importance, the child’s cleanliness, 
suitable food and clothing, and giving full 
periods rest and sleep. Parents who give the 
best care other ways seem slow see the effect 
the child being evenings, playing all day 
long without period rest, getting over-excited 
making visits going public places. Spon- 
taneous play and simple manual occupations are, 
the other hand, physically necessary relation 
growth. Vigorous play strengthens the vital organs 
and fundamental muscles, relieving the more delicate 
nervous co-ordinations. 

The organized activity the kindergarten 
valuable that the kindergartner has opportunity 
for comparing each child standards which the 
normal child should attain given age height, 
weight, sense perception, physical movements, etc. 
important for both mother and kindergartner 
know these facts that they may work together, 
necessary, bring the child the normal. 

Plays and games are the product physical 
activity and the beginnings the arts motion. 
The psychic life developing, the soul taking 
possession the body. the kindergarten finds 
one its highest functions developing the social 
consciousness each child through active play. 

There are four main purposes using plays and 
games school 

giving the children freedom and variety 
movement, possible organize muscular 
action and develop the body harmoniously. Such 
gymnastics swinging lifting 
blocks, jumping and running, bouncing large balls, 
are given each day bring the large groups 
muscles into play. 

the co-ordinations these varied physical 
movements are complete, the sense perceptions are 
quickened and the mental processes become more 


definite. This especially true many games with 
objects and singing games, involving leadership, 
etc. Because the joy the game, the attention 
without effort, leaving the mind free act quickly 
external 

Each child has opportunity for social develop- 
ment. There pleasure for each. The timid 
peculiar become more normal. kindness, 
and justice prevail. The child becomes conscious 
his social self, the group and his comrade- 
ship among them. The dancing plays and singing- 
games little social gatherings, the communica- 
tion being muscular language. says, 
measured movement harmonious 
song necessarily and early belong the human 
being, meeting the needs his nature all 
festival times children express sociability, the 
joy being together, dance and processional 
the Harvest March, the Christmas Tree Dance, the 
May Dance. 

Dramatic plays enlarge the sympathies, en- 
rich the life. Through symbolic representations, 
the children may live into the experiences nature 
playing birds’ nest growing like flowers. 


the finger plays are dramatic character. 


Where there basis for it, various typical human 
experiences are represented, the children themselves 
often organizing and arranging the games, 
playing house being blacksmith. When the 
children thus organize together, the highest level 
touched, lifting them into unity and harmony with 
the larger life humanity. 


IV. Manipulation Objects 
Interests the Child. 


Experimenting with material after exploring 
and selecting things carry out primitive desires 
certain play ideas, gathering edible things, har- 
vesting and storing away, transforming material 
(burr baskets), hunting for playthings home, hid- 
ing and finding things, etc. 

Searching, collecting, and assorting things 
kind, leaves, flowers, nuts, shells, buttons. 

Changing transforming mass material, 
playing water, dry sand, flour, snow, piles 
grain seeds, etc., using ‘plastic material, mud, 
clay, dough, putty. 

Using, play, things suggesting fundamental 
needs, mud pies (foods), shawl tents (shelter), 
fire plays (fuel, warmth), play furniture and utensils, 
beds, tables, dishes. 

Combining and separating things that fit 
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into each other, putting and off garments 
(shoes, gloves, etc.), fastening and unfastening things 
(buttons, hooks, clasps, etc.), putting things 
receptacles and taking out again, opening and 
shutting things (boxes, hand bags, etc.). 

Building together number separate 
things, organizing into new whole (stones, blocks, 
etc.). 

Catching moving things, playing with various 
mechanical objects which may. set motion, 
pendulum, swing, bell (child finding cause). 

Carrying things from one place another, 
bringing things people, transporting toys 
new places. 

Using playthings that further locomotion 
and physical exercise, playing ball, flying kite, 
drawing cart, etc.

14. Arranging things some order, enjoying 
repetition alternation, grading sizes, designing 
rows symmetrical forms, placing postal 
cards row, arranging dolls size. 

15. Making line impression objects; the 
marking taking form play-writing the scribble 
stage drawing. 

16. Using objects satisfy desire for making 
rhythmic sound, shaking rattle, tapping with 
spoon, beating tin pan drum, running stick 
along the fence, striking gong triangle. 


Co-operation Mother and Teacher. 


Mother and teacher realize that power and skill 
hand are important life, that the tendency 


handle things fundamental impulse. The fingers 
are especially sensitive touch this early age, the 
eyes especially bright see. The child interested 
finding the characteristics things and controlling 
movement relation them. himself desires 
the cause change, hence his joy playthings. 
The whole child work. soul seeks the 
soul Things are value only relation 
some idea. symbolic play one thing sub- 
stituted for another, greatly increasing the effect 
psychical development. discovering function the 
mind busy with images, ideas, desires, impulses. 
The child observing, discriminating, comparing, 
connecting, numbering, classifying. handles the 
same thing over and over again that through repeti- 
tion and habituation may obtain full value. 
gaining perseverance, self-reliance, mastery and 
control things, understanding their relation 
each other. 

The mother should choose with care the play- 
things for the home view all these values, and 
should also train the child wise choice. the 
ownership things she may teach care, forethought, 
kindness others. The child may have little 
responsibilities about things, serve himself many 
ways, helpful about others’ things and orderly 
about his own. Nature’s products, various out-of- 
door playthings, the many things the home, furnish 
unlimited opportunity for free play. The busy 
mother may take time help the little one 
plaything, realizing that indicated interest often 
means needed activity, she may take notice 
the work the child’s hands and give encourage- 
ment its value and use, but, best, the objects 
the home are unorganized and the training through 
them comes incidental ways only. 

The kindergartner, the other hand, attempts 
give some key the mastery things during this 
important stage development, and the child 
kindergarten has the stimulus manipulating and 
constructing with others his own age. also 
has the advantage being compared with others 
the standard intelligence and manual skill 
which child should attain this period. Recogniz- 
ing that each the interests noted leads out 
human power, plans are made organized way 
satisfy all these needs. Opportunity given for 
building (relating parts whole and forms each 
other), joining (fitting things together, assembling 
parts), exploring, collecting and assorting, arranging 
and designing, digging and modeling, constructing 
and drawing. For this purpose have educational 
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playthings and materials which are best used under 
the guidance trained teacher. Typical objects 
and processes are selected, emphasizing typical forms 
and colors varying numbers and sizes that the 
mind may begin organize around them. Objects 
are named the child, also such attributes 
become apparent the activity. order 
technical progression followed, but during the 
process sense perception there may growing 
understanding relationships, lifting the thought 
out materialism. Finally, certain objects are 
related universal ideas that the child may come, 
gradually, see that things are but incidental 
larger human purposes.

for independent thought, which much desired, 
would have been insured. 

The kindergarten does proceed this principle, 
but not well for look over our field work 
and ask are getting the best results from our 
efforts and not, why not? Are these results 
attained through well-planned course study? 
Courses study are always under consideration 
everywhere, for every line work, and cannot 
deny that the kindergarten has had its full quota 
investigation the field the program all 
its many and varied phases. 

Any curriculum, best, only guide the 
teacher that she may systematize some extent, 
perhaps, and that she may not drift too far. 
cannot universal for must study conditions 
and fit the needs. The results are not dependent 
the curriculum, then, but upon the development 
the curriculum, and the development largely 
dependent the teacher, her ideas life, her power 
her understanding and 


appreciation the children and her sympathy with 
them, her conception the materials and how these 
materials may best function the child’s 
the teacher possesses these qualities and this insight, 
she will bring about relation between the child 
and the materials which will establish standard 
right living. this atmosphere the children 
will able express themselves with that entire 
freedom without which true self-activity impos- 
sible.

Let consider now some the specific phases 
the curriculum relation the principle 
expression. recently heard Eastern educator 
say felt there was not enough spontaneous play 
the kindergarten. this just criticism? The 
natural avenue for reaching and developing the child 
through his play. expresses himself more 
freely this activity than any other. Are 
using this instinct its fullest capacity? Does the 
theory hold give the practical results 
desire? begin with the child’s interests 
here, his experiences running, jumping, skipping, 
hopping, etc., and lead out into greater complexity 
motor activity resulting games? Are these 
games commensurate with the child’s growing ca- 
pacity? Are the children proving their interest 
suggestion, encouragement each other’s efforts, 
and differentiation values? This all self-help. 
Not long ago university professor said me, 
the best things, not the best thing the 
kindergarten, that the children teach each other.”’

How often the timid child finds himself through 
this contact with God’s world.

Dramatization comes naturally accordance 
with the appeal made the story and the mode 
relating it. would never force this; sometimes 
appears early the experience, and sometimes 
later. This year although our children had played 
Mother Goose and other simple rhymes, the drama- 
tization the actual story did not come until the 
winter term. The story was Shoemaker and the 
Elves, and were overwhelmed with its perfect 
execution and childish charm. Every detail was 
carried out with such reality and interest that 
were spellbound, wondering what would happen 
next. The simple fact was that the children lived 
the story; they had come the moment expres- 
sion unhampered and followed naturally the lead 
inspiration.

Recently child, complet- 
ing house with the enlarged third and fourth gifts, 
got up.from the floor, went into another room, and 
helped himself paper and scissors. then, 
most natural, businesslike manner, cut something 
and placed front the house. Stepping back 
for survey, looked the teacher and said, 
‘For Sale’ little thing perhaps, 
but how much meant him, for had made his 
building living experience. Needless say 
lived neighborhood shifting real estate. 

The problem adaptation was brought home 
this winter the case boy six sent the 
kindergarten for special help. was unusually 
intelligent, precocious even, and arrived among 
not his own free will, for the kindergarten 
considered beneath his dignity. little, 
however, pride gave way; the preconceived idea that 
the kindergarten had nothing interest him was 
broken down, and became one us. came 
about this way: One day the material was the 
enlarged fifth and sixth gifts. This oldest group 
had very satisfactorily worked out the kindergarten 
bungalow group-activity. Now the larger prob- 
lem constructing certain buildings the normal 
school group presented itself. 

The children went out for investigation and each 
selected the building desired work out. 
Herbert’s was the difficult but fascinating 
him. What happy group was for each had 
his individual-interest addition the group- 
interest. stepped into the room, Herbert 
jumped before his completed work, clapped his 
hands, and exclaimed joyously, 
good time this morning. like come this 
kindergarten all What acknowledg- 
ment for Herbert! last had betrayed himself 
completely. His exclamation was genuine, 
revealing, satisfying. convinced that our 
theory right; there way reach every child. 
The thing appealed him because was real; 
took effort execute, and the result was gratifying 
him and all. 

The problem, course, was interesting the 
whole group. They were not satisfied 
until walks, driveways, curbings, fountains, all 
were completed. viewed with the satisfac- 
tion true architects, and how delightedly they 
brought their friends see it. From this they 
went other buildings. They were permitted 


advance rapidly possible and some really 
excellent models various types architecture— 
among them Greek buildings—were constructed 
from pictures. Through all, the children selected 
the material from the cupboards they needed it, 
and great judgment was exercised placing it. 
From the making furniture with the building 
blocks developed the problem making real furni- 
ture for the doll house. This they did. The lumber 
was cut, placed large box, then each child 
selected his lumber, experimented with the different 
forms, and decided what would make; this 
way furniture was made for every room. Later, the 
children sandpapered each piece, stained painted 
it, and placed the house. The necessity for 
floor covering was suggested. From specially cut 
lumber the children selected the pieces and made 
their looms; then they brought cloth from home, 
tore into strips, and wove into rugs which they 
placed the floors. the house had previously 
been painted and papered them, they now felt 
proud ownership and consequent responsibility. 
From the bogus paper the children cut their own 
mats, their own strips, and originated their own 
designs for mats; these were kept change 
floor covering for our house. 

The secret successful hand work keep 
touch with the child’s interests; knowing positively 
have discovered his interests, not imposed ours. 
Then holding high standards, keeping all work 
sufficiently virile for the oldest boys and sufficiently 
playful for the youngest group. 

The results mentioned were advanced steps and 
they came gradual development; always there 
will much experimentation with all the ma- 
terials. first there the playful activity, which 
comes through the child’s response material, later 
the more meaningful response. ever keep 
mind the continuity progression our work; 
the thing that was good yesterday, not good 
to-day; each day must call forth all the effort the 
child able exert. 

The question has been asked reading should 
taught the kindergarten. know children 
can learn read this age, but question 
always what best. felt the child needed 
the activity reading form expression, 
should give it, for readily follows the kindergarten 
activities. should prefer this were done send 
him into the first grade for that period, however. 
are looking forward the ideal grouping; the 
kindergarten and first grade building together, 
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for the grading should very flexible between these 
two, indeed throughout the entire school system. 
this way, the needs the children could more 
adequately adjusted, for ofttimes find those 
the first grade who need some the activities the 
kindergarten and vice versa. This plan flexible 
grading has been accepted number schools. 
have been experimenting with the kinder- 
garten and first grade our State Normal, and 
incorporated this year throughout our 
training school.

making scrapbooks has long been amuse- 
ment for children, especially rainy days. 
garten and primary school, the playground, 
and often used means education for skill 
the hands and for study arrangement 
colors, lines, etc., well for subject-matter 
the pictures. Its use, however, necessarily limited 
with large groups chilaren, and can, perhaps, 
find its greatest development the home. 

There scarcely child who does not enjoy 
making scrapbooks, and who does not make them, 
possible for him so; but, failing intelligent 
direction, the scrapbook often becomes nightmare 
disconnected ideas, and educative opportunity 
therefore lost. 

Great possibilities lie pictures and paste, and 
after showing the child should left work 
out his ideas.

Nowadays, many good pictures are obtainable 
from various sources, but the most fruitful are 
catalogues and the advertising pages magazines.

the crest one the hills New Hampshire, 

there stands sturdy oak tree with great 
trunk and far-reaching branches. its base lies 
huge granite bowlder weighing many tons, split 
and broken into several parts, but each part 
imbedded the trunk and roots that seems 
very part the tree that rises from the center 
the rock. 

Old residents the locality delight telling 
the time when the bowlder was unshaded and 
unbroken save for small crevice, into which the 
hand nature dropped acorn and sifted over 


enough soil cover it. The gentle rain 
generous sun coaxed into life tiny shoot whose 
purpose was determined and worthy, that 
its roots crept downward the earth and its branches 
reached upward the heavens, split the granite 
and made what might have seemed 
mountable difficulty, strength and brace against 
the winds that sweep down from 
mountains. 

This may well typify the development the 
kindergarten idea Cleveland, Ohio. Since the 
Cleveland Day Nursery and Free Kindergarten 
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Association dropped the seed establishing the 
first kindergarten 1886, with average daily 
attendance for the first year ten children, the 
movement has grown steadily and surely. 

first, the lack trained teachers, the lack 
funds, suitable housing, and intelligent 
understanding seemed veritable bowlders; but grad- 
ually such difficulties have been overcome and there 
are now trained teachers, sufficient financial support, 
few specially planned and many adapted school- 
rooms, and the sympathetic, intelligent, and en- 
thusiastic co-operation the public, that to-day, 
instead ten children, nearly ten thousand children 
joyously play under the several branches the 
kindergarten system. 

Any discussion the kindergarten situation 
Cleveland falls naturally under three heads:— 

The Free Kindergartens, under the auspices 
the Cleveland Day Nursery and Free Kindergarten 
Association. 

The Cleveland Kindergarten Training School, 
one department the work the Cleveland Day 
Nursery and Free Kindergarten Association.

The Training School 


With the introduction kindergartens came 
the necessity for specially trained teachers and 
1889 the Day Nursery and Free Kindergarten 
Association opened training class under the 
direction Miss Mary Salisbury, graduate 
Madam Kraus-Boelte’s School New York City. 
June, 1890, ten young women were given certifi- 
cates from this first school, The Cleveland Training 
School for Kindergartners. While this course 
training was but year length, much was accom- 
plished, for the students acted assistants the 
kindergarten each morning from nine twelve, 
were class from one until five, five days the 
week, and those who remember early days will 
know how much fine and intricate hand work was 
required. After the first year Miss Salisbury carried 
the work for two years private venture. 

1894, the kindergarten movement had received 
great impetus and the need for trained teachers 
again became apparent, and again the Cleveland 
Day Nursery and Free Kindergarten Association, 
acting upon the expert advice Miss Elizabeth 
Harrison, and with the help Mrs. Crouse, 
organized the Cleveland Kindergarten Training 
School, affiliation with the Chicago Kindergarten 
College, and incorporated under the laws Ohio. 
Miss Helen Sturgis and Miss Flora Mobray, gradu- 
ates Chicago. Kindergarten College, were 
charge the first year and enrolled thirty-one students. 
The second year, Miss Lillian Wadsworth, also 
graduate Chicago Kindergarten College, became 
the principal, and pioneer kindergartners acknowl- 
edge with grateful appreciation the influence 
her excellent teaching. Miss Wadsworth was fol- 
lowed 1899 Miss Mabel McKinney, who suc- 
cessfully filled the position for four years when she 
resigned order accept that supervisor 
the public school kindergartens. Miss Netta Faris, 
the present principal, began her work 1903 and, 
due her untiring effort, her sane and balanced 
view educational values, her wise and far-seeing 
leadership, the standard the training school has 
been raised and the work has moved forward along 
broader and more progressive lines. 

Until September, 1911, students who wished 
additional training were admitted Chicago Kin- 
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dergarten College (now the National Kindergarten 
College) for the third year; then course covering 
three years was offered here, the last year being 
optional. September, 1915, the three years 
became obligatory and included preparation for 
both kindergarten and primary. All students who 
complete the course are given diploma from the 
school and receive state certificate which enables 
them teach either kindergarten primary 
any county Ohio. 

Mrs. Worcester Warner was for many years 
vice-president the Day Nursery and Free Kinder- 
garten Association and manager 
school department. Under her wise guidance and 
loving devotion many problems were solved. 
1910, after spending sixteen years Lend-a-Hand 
Mission—a social settlement house,—Mrs. Warner 
advised more adequate housing, which was secured 
for the training school. The new location 
the residence section, close proximity Western 
Reserve University, Case School Applied Science, 
The Cleveland Normal School, Art Museum and 
Park system. The building, which had been re- 
modeled for the use private school, has been 
made exceptionally attractive, and combines the 
characteristics home with the space and con- 
venience ample school accommodations. 


The Public School Kindergartens 


Six months after the first class had received 
certificates from the Kindergarten Training School, 
Mr. Jones, then superintendent schools 
and educator who was thoroughly conversant 
with kindergarten principles, established the kinder- 
garten department the public schools, and eight 
kindergartens were opened during the year 1897. 
Miss Emma Davis, then general supervisor 
the work the primary grades, had charge the 
kindergartens until September, 1898, when Miss 
Virginia Graeff, now the Cleveland School 
Art, accepted the office supervisor the public 
school kindergartens, bringing her work rare 
cultural high professional ideals. 
She was followed Miss Mabel McKinney, under 
whose supervision many new kindergartens were 
opened, and the efficiency the department 
increased. 1910 Miss McKinney resigned this 
position accept that supervisor the Brooklyn 
Free Kindergartens. 

1907, under the superintendency Mr. 
Elson, the kindergarten department was reor- 
ganized and the two session plan inaugurated. The 
reasons for this, given Mr. Elson’s annual 
report, were, briefly: The large number children 
the waiting list, often exceeding the number 
the accepted list, the number rooms idle for half 
day, the large cost for instruction the kinder- 
garten compared with the cost for primary, and 
the wish place the salaries kindergartners 
the same basis those primary teachers, which 
necessitated the same number hours teaching 
for both.

Asa result, almost the 
entire force kindergartners employed the city 
are graduates the same training school, and 
since they are prepared teach primary well 
kindergarten, number kindergartners are 
doing successful work the lower grades. This 
but one the many ways which the work 
correlation between the kindergartens and the ele- 
mentary grades has progressed since was begun 
many years ago under the supervision Miss 
Graeff. 

One the recent efforts along the line co- 
ordination has been the establishment series 
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classes for the students the normal school 
who are training teach second, third 
grade. This gives them the opportunity know 
the materials used, and the educational principles 
underlying kindergarten practice. acquaints them 
with the background that kindergarten-trained 
child should bring the primary and helps avoid 
waste education. Those students who expect 
teach the first grade spend one fourth the time 
Those training second and third grade work have 
opportunity for observation the kindergarten. 

Summer kindergartens and playgrounds have 
been carried since this work the Cleve- 
land Day Nursery and Free Kindergarten Association 
combined with the public schools. first, the 
public school furnished the rooms and the school 
yards, the association providing teachers and materi- 
als; later the public schools assumed the entire 
responsibility and continued the work until two 
years ago when lack funds necessitated the 
discontinuance that phase the summer schools. 

The public schools have always maintained 
such high standard that the need for private 
schools has been small. Laurel School and Hatha- 
way-Brown, the only two private 
include all the elementary grades, have flourishing 
kindergartens. 

The influence the movement has extended 
well beyond the city limits and kindergartens have 
been made part the school systems Lakewood, 
East Cleveland, Euclid Heights, and Shaker Heights. 

Sometime during the first year after the organiza- 
tion the International Kindergarten Union, 
little handful kindergartners, influenced and 
advised Miss Emma Davis (already charter 
member the U.), formed one the first 
nine branches join the parent association. This 
was known the Cleveland Kindergarten Union 
and successfully carried its work for many years. 
Then, because such large proportion its member-

Experiment Kindergarten Extension Work 


the spring 1913, Dr. 
Franklin Dyer, superintendent 
schools Boston, called for 
volunteers from among the kinder- 
gartners try the experiment 
doing advanced kindergarten work 
with the children the primary 
grades for two afternoons week. 
The response was immediate and 
cordial; September there were 
forty-nine kindergartners work 
this problem thirty school 
districts, with the children sixty 
primary classes. 

The organization varied some- 
what but the most common 
arrangement was for the kinder- 


gartner take one division the 
lowest primary grade for the first 
hour the afternoon session and 
the other division for the second 
hour the session, reversing the 
order the divisions 
second day. Occasionally her 
work was with only the lower 
divisions the two first grades, 
and again extended into second 
grade.

This ‘‘kindergarten-extension”’ 
experiment was gift the 
part the kindergartners during 
its first year; pay was given 
for the additional two afternoons 
teaching each week.

The following extracts from 
letters written kindergartners 
who carried the experiment 
will give more vivid idea 
its significance than can con-

the spring began took 
the children out whenever could 
see the awakening nature.

dandelions, violets, lady’s slippers, 
columbines, etc. 

“One week went 
friend’s house and saw 
yard ducks, hens, and two turkeys, 
one very fine gobbler. The day 
being windy noticed the clouds 
and weather vanes. One vane 
studied and the children noticed 
the different letters it, and with 
little careful looking and some 
explanation found that the 
wind was each walk 
usually had few minutes for 
free play one our two parks, 
and this same windy day 
stood under group pine trees 
and heard the song the wind 
the aquarium, visit thoroughly 
enjoyed. Out class forty 
children only seven eight had 
ever been there before. also 
had half hour’s fun the 
beach each day, and for some 
the children the car trip was 
unusual treat. They were well- 
behaved, and had good time

much groping about 
among the many alluring possibili- 
ties, decided that first and 
foremost would take those pri- 
mary children out doors into 
the woods and fields each week, 
and that would also train them 
careful and accurate use 
and paint brush. This 
latter work was carried for 
several months and resulted 
marked improvement the 
‘quality their hand work 
throughout the first-grade year. 

“The children loved the ex- 
-cursions. climbed out upon 
Rock and reveled the 


far-reaching view; wandered 
the woods listening together 
the music the wind the 
tree tops, watching red and 
gold leaves drift silently down 
against background dark 
evergreens; were blown about 
the open fields the ‘Wild West 
Wind,’ who swayed the tall grasses 
like ocean billows around and 
sent masses great, fleecy clouds 
flying over our heads. Back 
kindergarten again, talked our 
excursions over together, occasion- 
ally weaving our experiences into 
simple story, which often 
wrote down bit bit the 
children gave me. Dearest 
all the children’s hearts was 
the trip the zoo and nothing 
could more spirited and graphic 
than the set drawings which 
next day they immortalized every 
slightest detail that experience. 
the weather became too 
severe for excursions, story telling 
and games were substituted. The 
children were always delighted and 
eager cut draw their versions 
the story given them, and 
some these versions proved 
most entertaining. The best draw- 
ings were those illustrating the 
stories David and Goliath and 
How Cedric Became Knight.
